We've all heard of those primitive tropical paradises undiscovered by 
tourists. But usually they've been well-discovered by the time we find out 
about them, or they're halfway around the world and well out of our budget. 

Guess what. If you hurry, there's one only 750 miles from Miami. In fact, 
if you've been been to Cancun, you were almost there.

As millions of school children 
head back to the classroom, parents 
have two lessons of their own to 
learn: 1) why their kids may not be 
eating what is packed in their lunch- 
es, and 2) the correlation between 
good nutrition and strong academic 
performance.

Just came in from 
picking my crops 
In the garden- 
Tomatoes are 
really coming 
ripe, now. I picked a 
bucket of green beans, 
cucumbers and zucchl- 
ni, that are In their ™^^^^^^^™ 

prime. The tomatoes 
that I grew from seed that I saved from 
my favorite tomato plants last season, are 
doing well. I grew Romas (not from my 
seed} and they have "taken to wilt, the hu- 
midity and rain of late must be the cul- 
prit. I will have to grow a different variety 
of plus tomato next year. I'll check for one 
that is disease resistant. Once mildew has 
infected the plants, though there is not 
much that can be done. I pruned off the 
infected leaves (by the way never com- 
post diseased plant material). If you com- 
posted them, they can infect your soil 
next year. Instead burn all diseased 
plants, or destroy them. If my Romas do 
not improve soon, I will pull (he plants 
and destroy them, so as not to infect the 
entire garden. 

If you have an over abundance of 
tomatoes you can put them up rather eas- 
ily. The quickest method is to freeze them. 
I prefer canning (I believe the flavor is 
better) but if you are pressed for time 
freezing is a good alternative. The toma- 
toes should be thoroughly ripe. There are 
two techniques for freezing. One is to 
freeze them uncooked, either whole or 
cut Into pieces. The other is to cook the

tomatoes into a simple 
sauce and then freeze it. 
Fresh frozen tomatoes 
must be drained of water 
before adding them to 
soups or sauces. A frozen 
cooked tomato releases 
less water than one 
frozen fresh. Unripe 
green tomatoes will 
freeze, but will have a mushy texture 
when thawed. 

Do not store tomatoes in the refriger- 
ator unless they are near spoiling or have 
broken skins. It affects their flavor. If for 
some reason you must, be sure to allow 
them to warm to room temperature, be- 
fore serving. Place unripe tomatoes not 
touching, on a sunny wfndowsill or In a 
warm spot to ripen. Store ripe ones in a 
well-ventilated basket or bowl checking 
daily for spoilage. 

If you grow your own tomatoes, here 
is technique that could give you fresh 
tomatoes long after the plants are pulled 
out of the ground, before the first frost 
hang the whole plant ripe and unripe 
tomatoes alike upside down in a cool, 
dark place. 

The tomatoes will ripen slowly, I tired 
this method last year with great results. I 
was surprised — we were enjoying toma- 
toes well into November. 
Until next time, peace.

Mundelein proves no 
can be a good answer 

Mundelein Village officials have stood their ground. 
When presented with a good, but not superior plan 
for another upscale housing development in their com- 
munity, they bucked the trend and voted no. 
It was a risk. 

The village stood to gain SI million in impact fees and dona- 
tions, road improvements and sewer connections from the pro- 
posed Cambridge Homes Robin Hood Farms development. 

But, the board listened to residents in unincorporated Ivanhoe 
and the majority decided the development was not to their liking. 
It was too dense and lots were too small. 
Guess what? 

After being denied, Aug. 10, Cambridge Homes came back to 
the village with a revised site plan, Aug. 17. Cambridge has reduced 
the number of lots from 63 to !i7 and increased lots sizes at least 
2,000 squa re feel. 

Thi' changes were made, in large part, based on the complaints 
of the residents of Ivanhoe, who will be neighbors to the new devel- 
opment, 

The project is obviously important to Cambridge Homes. Own- 
er Hich.ird Brown made a rare appearance al Monday's board meet- 
ing along with senior vice-president ferry Conrad, who usually han- 
dles sin h matters. 

The project is also important to MundHcin. The village needs 
to negotiate carefully and judiciously over the next several years 
when growth in Fremont Township is predicted to be unstoppable.

UDO ordinance 
forgets Joe Citizen 

StaTf personnel are in the process of rewriting rewrites of the 
long awaited Unified Development Ordinance (UDO), the 
comprehensive document intended to guide Lake County 
development in the next century. The process is arduous 
and frustrating, but. oh so vital to the Lake County of the future. 
Without a doubt, natural resource protection for wetlands, 
woods, ponds and lake, ravines and shorelines has drawn the 
most comment. Indeed, protectionists on the County Board re- 
gard verbiage covering natural resources to be the heart and soul 
of the proposed document that hopefully can be adopted by De- 
cember after a year's work. 

As the rewriting process drones on, the county's Planning, 
Building and Zoning Committee finds itself in the middle. ). Barry 
Hokanson, planning and development director, has lamented the 
fact that most of the comments on UDO drafts have come from 
pressure groups. 

The Lake County Homebuilders Association is lobbying for 
weaker natural resource protection. State and federal agencies 
demand stiff requirements protecting land and water, and endan- 
gered wildlife. 

Hokanson lamented that comments are mostly agency driven. 

Countering builder and development comment al public 
hearings has been input from the U.S. Interior Dept., U.S. Agricul- 
ture Depl., Army Corps of Engineers, Illinois Dept. of Natural Re- 
sources and the Lake County Stormwaier Management Commis- 
sion. 

Hokanson is correct in his concern for lack of input from indi- 
vidual citizens. One of the reasons individuals are reluctant to 
speak up is their frustration dealing with current interpretations 
of state and federal environmental guidelines that lump individu- 
als with big developers. Drawing a hard line on sqil erosion and 
flooding guidelines for developers when hundreds of acres are at 
stake makes sense, but applying the same guidelines to a shore- 
line property owners with 50 to 80 feet of water frontage often is 
ludicrous. We can see why Hokanson and his staff are often per- 
plexed and sometimes bewildered. 

Before too much more time is spent writing new drafts in an 
attempt to ameliorate various pressure groups, it would be useful 
to sort out how protective measures impact differently on big 
commercial endeavors and Joe Citizen. Dare we raise of the 
specter of a double standard? That might be exactly what's need- 
ed to get the job done of adopting UDO before another flood sea- 
son rolls around that's fair to everyone.

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I pass latest tollway disaster 



The Illinois Slate Toll 1 ligh 
way Authority and the Illi- 
nois Department of Trans- 
portation are spending tax- 
payers' "big bucks" for the celebrat- 
ed "transportation improvement" 
study, so I'm sure that they won't 
give a dime's worth of attention to 
any of my free and unsolicited sug- 
gestions. But it is impossible in a 
four-part series to point out the nev- 
er-ending problems that have 
plagued the tollway system. 

The latest disaster relates to the 
30,000, or half of the transponders 
used by the I -PASS "fast lane" pro- 
gram. More than $1 million dollars 
was spent on those defective 
transponders, adding to the six year 
woes of the much -heralded I -PASS 
program. A legislator has called for 
an investigation of how the Tollway 
Authority entered into the question- 
able contract for the machines. 

Again, the important issue is 
that if the Authority were under a 
unit of state government, some 
oversight would be a part of all con- 
tract purchases. I get sick and tired 
of hearing the present executive di- 
rector telling everyone that the days 
of wasteful spending, bungling, and 
scandal are over now that he direct- 
ing the "Titanic." He just doesn't get 
it. What the tollway needs is some- 
thing more than a few personnel 
changes. The Tollway Authority 
needs drastic and sweeping STRUC- 
TURAL CHANGE, and it can only be 
done with major legislative reform 
of the system. 

One of the key Issues in the 
Route 53 extension is the ways tiiat 
the roadway will impact on the envi- 
ronment, and especially the wet- 
lands. I recall when I tried to pass 
legislation which would have man- 
dated that all tollway projects be re- 
quired to follow environmental im- 
pact guidelines, much as federal and 
state highways do. The Tollway Au- 
thority bitterly fought that leglsla- 
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lion, and to this day opposes statu- 
tory change to force them to follow 
such guidelines. Their lame excuse 
always was that they are "user-fund- 
ed," a false claim, and they also try 
to claim that they will always file 
and follow the requisite environ- 
mental guidelines. If that is so, why 
fight against any change of the law. 

The citizens of Lake County 
must not under-estimate the heavy 
toll, and I'm not talking about loll- 
way dollars, that any additional toll- 
way will have on the quality of life in 
Lake County. The " 1 00-year flood" 
happens much more often now, not 
because there are more unusual 
amounts of rainfall, but our land- 
scapes are being stripped of the ca- 
pacity to handle the rains, 

Tollway builders will tell you 
that they will substitute the wet- 
lands that they must disturb with 
"wetlands mitigation," a fancy term 
to describe substituting a natural 
wedand to another area as a "manu- 
factured wetland." As a general rule, 
I believe that the public is short- 
changed by such wetland mitigation 
changes. The law requires a period 
of five years to determine if the wet- 
land exchange "worked," and there 
are some steps to take if "it didn't 
work." There is some fairly solid dia- 
logue being developed that it takes a 
lot longer than five years to deter- 
mine if a wetlands mitigation pro- 
gram is successful. Meanwhile, if it 
isn't successful, who Is hurt by it? 
Not the contractors or developers, 
who may be miles from the scene of 
natural devastation. No, it is the 



public who were protected by "na- 
ture's own laws." There Is a saying 
that goes something like, "if you fool 
around with nature, It will get its 
own revenge" 

Many of the past scandals of the 
Illinois Tollway Authority were un- 
covered quite by accident. The "dou- 
ble-pension deal" for tollway "high- 
er-ups," the crooked land deal that 
landed a legislator and a former toll- 
way executive director with jail time 
convictions, the lavish parties and 
picnics paid with toll box revenues, 
the wasteful spending for the toll- 
way headquarters, and many other 
wrongdoings. There has never been 
a full scale investigation of the no- 
bid contracts, the use of sub-stan- 
dard construction materials on toll- 
way projects, or the acquisition of 
highway rights-of-way. 

About $40 million dollars of our 
gas tax revenues were used to pur- 
chase rights-of-way for the Route 53 
extension and those properties have 
been turned over to the Tollway Au- 
thority. Since those properties were 
bought with our taxes, don't we have 
a right to know who we bought that 
property from and how much they 
may have benefited from the trans- 
actions? 

Before a shovel is ever turned 
over to construct Route 53, will both 
the Tollway Authority and IDOT 
identify some of the "profiteers" who 

may have hidden behind "secret 
land trusts," so that the public, or no 
one, will ever know what "may have 
been at the bottom" of some of the 
purchased? 

When we tried to pass a law 
banning secret land trusts, some 
legislators tried to give holier than 
thou explanations of why secret 
land trusts are so necessary. But, the 
other side of the coin is that some- 
one who may have a direct conflict 
of interest in a transaction can bene-

News items said that the 
Davis received a 25 percent in- 
crease making her one of Lake 
County's highest paid superinten- 
dents. The 25 percent figure Is true 
just for the first year. A closer look 
at her contract reveals the follow- 
ing four years she will also receive 
a non-merit guaranteed 5 percent 
raise each year. Her salary alone 
will be at $158,000 in the fifth year 
of the contract Not to mention 
perks of a $3,000 tax deferred an- 
nuity each year, fully paid medical, 
hospital and dental coverage for 
her and her family, a term life in- 
surance equal to her annual salary, 
and monthly $600 cellular phone 
and transportation allowance 
amounting to $7,200 a year. 

"It Is not extremely high for 
Lake County and not high for the 
job I do," says Davis in justification 
and gives creation of a technology 
center, a district/community liaison 
group called BEST and increasing 
the high school graduation credits 
requirements by four as her accom- 
plishments of her five year tenure as 
superintendent 

Of the three accomplishments 
Davis cites, the higher graduation 
credit requirement and BEST came 
about just in the last year of her 
old contract. While credit for the 
success of the technology center 
rightfully belongs to the high 
school's former principal, James 
Briscoe. It was he who spent much 
of his own time soliciting busi- 
nesses for equipment to put in the 
center. 

This board also ushered though 



In the same month a 9.6 percent 
raise for all administrative and non- 
union employees. They will receive 
4.8 percent wage increase each year 
for two years. The board cited teach- 
ers' raises from the last contract set- » 
dement, which ended a state record 
38 day strike, as the reason to give 
more to administrative and non- 
union workers. 

Already overburdened taxpay- 
ers see 80 percent of their tax bill 
go to the school district, yet it is 
the most poorly managed of all the 
districts serving Round Lake area. 

The district has now hired a 
public relations person who will 
hopefully utilized her talents to ac- 
complish a long overdue change of 
the district's infamous image.

Rte. 41 a vital link 

It is apparent that the Illinois 
Department of Transportation, has 
treated Route 41, like a good neigh- 



borhood expressway. In fact, it is a 
vital link here in Lake County. 

The roadway Is obsolete. Due to 
the high density of traffic that has 
increased in the past few years.

It 
is who you arc and what you do 
every day. Success begins with tak- 
ing the steps that will carry you to- 
ward your dreams. 

lohn Locke said, "The actions 
of men are the best interpreters of 
their thoughts." Over the years I 
have visited with folks who excelled 
in talking about what they were go- 
ing to do. The problem is, they 
"talk" but never "do." They have 
nol learned that no action means 
no reward. 

• The power of rewards. When 
you have done your best, you re- 
ceive the most satisfying reward: a 
deep sense of accomplishment.

To apply tor free milk/meal benefits, households must complete the attached applica- 
tion as soon as possible, sign it and return it to the school. Additional copies of the 
application form are available at the principal's office In each school. Households 
should answer all applicable questions on the form. An application which does not 
contain all the required information cannot be processed and approved by the 
school. The required Information is as follows: 

FOOD STAMP/TANF HOUSEHOLDS: Households that currently receive food 
stamps or Temporary Assistance For Needy Families" (TANF) for their child(ren), only 
have to list the chlld(ren)1s name and food slamp or TANF case number and sign the 
application. Link card number cannot be used, 

ALL OTHER HOUSEHOLDS: If a household's Income Is at or below the level 
shown on the income scale, children are eligible for either free meals/milk. 
Households must provide the foDowing information: (1) the names of all household 
members. (2) the Social Security number of the adult household member signing the 
application, or the word none If the adult does not have a Social Security number, (3) 
the amount of income each household member received last month and where It 
comes from (wages, child support, etc.), and (4) the signature of an adult household 
member. 

The information on the application may be verified by school or other officials at 
any time during the school year. 

II Income Information Is provided and children are approved for free milk/meal ben- 
efits, households must tell the school when their household income increases by $50 
or more per month ($600 per year) or when their household size decreases. If a food 
stamp or TANF case number was listed, the household must tell Uib school when they 
no longer receive food stamps or TANF for their child. 

Households may apply for benefits at any time during the school year. Households 
that are not eligible now but have a decrease in household Income, an Increase in 
household size, or have a household member lhat becomes unemployed, should fill 
out an application at that time.
